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NEW EFFECTS IN FALL DRAPERIES, 




ALL draperies exhibit all the beauty of 
design and wealth of material that 
have hitherto characterized the vari- 
ous decorative fabrics. With the view 
of being informed as to the new styles 
and effects in fall drapery, we visited, 
a few days ago, the upholstery depart- 
ment of Messrs. W. & J. Sloane of this 
city, and were shown an exquisite dis- 
play of the most artistic fabrics, rang- 
ing from the finest of silk damasks to 
printed cretonnes. This firm have had so much success with 
their Empire damask, known as the "Palermo" pattern, which 
they introduced a year ago, that they have duplicated their 
former importations, and are showing this exquisite silk fabric 
in seven different colorings, these being salmon and pale gold, 
cream and terra cotta, cream and rose, blue and cream, gold and 
sage, gold and ivory, and Nile and tea-rose. Their Empire 
Tabourette, which is a moire and satin stripe, comes in five 
colorings, a rich apple green fabric being specially fine. 

The firm have just received the first installment of an all- 
silk damask, made in their Oldham Mills in Paterson, N. J., which 
is remarkable as the first 63 inch silk damask made in this 
country. It is found by upholsterers that silk fabrics of less 
width than this have very often to be pieced out in covering 
the panels of sofas, and the 63-inch fabric is sufficiently wide to 
cover any ordinary sofa without addition thereto. The designs 
are chiefly in Louis XVI. order, and a beautiful example in 
gold and rose will convince the customer that this fabric is 
equal to any of foreign manufacture. These beautiful textiles 
are used not only for draperies, but for walls and fine furni- 
ture. 

The fashion is returning of having the entire suite of furni- 
ture upholstered in the same pattern, rather than in two or 
three colorings as has been the late fashion, which has been so 
much imitated in the cheaper suites of furniture as to render 
a change of style necessary. 

The " Addington" is another silk damask 63 inches wide, pro- 
duced in three colors, blue, light terra cotta and pale green. 
In 50 inch damask, Empire designs are most pravalent. Many 
of these designs consist of small medallions outlined with 
ribbons, executed in pale rose and cream, gold and cream, and 
blue and cream. These fabrics are most appropriate for small 
apartments, the small size of the pattern harmonizing there- 
with. 

The double faced satin plush is being extensively used for 
portieres, each side being a different color. The fabric is em- 
broidered with galon trimmings, A new fabric is a silk velour 
on a linen foundation, having heraldic figures woven in wool, 
covered with tinsel, resembling applique work. This fabric has 
borders to match, and is immensely effective when used for 
portieres or for the covering of stately halls. Another fabric 
used for walls, portieres and furniture coverings, is of silk 
velour, woven on a linen rep, with a large portion of the 
pattern woven in hard tinsel, the different materials and weav- 
ing giving the different effects of color. 

In broche tapestry, there is a beautiful example of an her- 
aldic floral pattern in woven relief on a gros-grain maroon 
ground. The pattern is woven in silk threads, the colors being 
sage green, brown, salmon, orange, gold, maroon, black, blue, 
olive green, drab and white, forming a rich mosaic of color. 
There are also sprays of pale maroon, radiating upon a gros- 
grain ground. 

Chintz tapestries are a mixture of silk and linen, 50 inches 
wide, the designs floral, of the Watteau order, nearly all of them 



being striped, gold, pink, coral and blue being the predominant 
colors. 

Very beautiful effects in jute portieres are exhibited. A 
handsome pair composed of this glistening fabric have a plain 
mahogany centre, with Renaissance border in tan colors, the 
reverse of the curtains having the ground in an old green with 
Renaissance heraldic pattern in shades of brown in the panel, 
the Renaissance border having similar colors. Another portiere 
has an all-over floral spray in soft dull tints of red, brown, buff 
and green on a pale dull green ground. The reverse of the cur- 
tain has floral effects on a pale straw color ground. Still 
another portiere has a Rococo border, whose scrolls divide the 
cream ground of the border from the dull Indian yellow of the 
central panel. The scrolls are enriched with interwoven tulips 
and roses. The reverse side has a deep mahogany centre, with 
cream border separated by Rococo scrolls. 

In light silks a beautiful fabric known as yama silk 
is characterized with a gleaming effect, like quicksilver. One of 
these has a spider's web pattern in silver on a slatey blue 
ground. Another has silver scrolls on an absinthe fabric, and 
there is exhibited two shades of pale fawn, pink and silver, gold 
and old gold. In light shadow silks a dog rose pattern is softly 
outlined in pink and green on pale fawn ; also in cream and 
pink on pale yellow fabrics. Other colorings are pale old blue, 
cream, pale green, old rose, and ciel blue, on which are printed 
the dog rose motive in pink and green. 

In window shades, ecru hollands are embroidered with a 
dado of stars in variously colored silks. Others Jhave a dado 
of lace inserted into cut-out portions of the shades, the net 
work being decorated with lace embroidery. This lace some- 
times takes the form of borders, fringes and medallion effects. 

The Newmarket figured corduroy is a new fifty-inch figured 
cotton corduroy, imported for the present season by F. Schu- 
macher, of 935 Broadway, New York. It comes in nineteen 
different shades, and for furniture coverings is one of the most 
artistic and unique materials we have ever seen. It is also a 
magnificent fabric for draperies. This firm also imported for the 
present season a new silk velvet with watered effect. Their 
entire importation was taken up by a single customer. They 
are showing, as usual, a large collection of Aubusson tapestries. 
These imposing pictorial panels form an extremely rich decora- 
tion for fine mansions, and they have sold a number of same 
for the decoration of Mr. Frick's mansion in Pittsburgh. 

In their importations of fine silk tapestries there is a beau- 
tiful fabric in amaranth and gold, exhibiting a Louis XVI. 
design, which is manufactured by Chatel & Tassinari of Lyons, 
successors of the original house that made the silk tapestries for 
Marie Antoinette's bedroom. They show a reproduction of the 
veritable design that decorated the walls of the Queen's bedroom. 
The design was originally made by Philip de la Salle. It is a 
rich silk brocade covered with partridges among grasses, inter- 
spersed with wheat and floral emblems. Mr. Schumacher is 
snowing the usual assortment of fine damasks in two colors, 
brocaded lampas and broeatelles brocaded in swivel work. A 
Damask in yellow and silver, and another in Louis XVI. effects 
in old rose and silver are conspicuously beautiful.
